BUT WILL GIVE SUPPORT

London, Oct, 28. 


The Liberal Party tonight refused to join the 
Conservatives in a coalition government under 
Winston Churchill, but. promised to support those 
government aims which would be “in the interests 
of the country as a whole.” 


Liberal Party Headquarters said the Liberal leader, 
Mr Clement Davies, had received an offer of office in the 


Churchill Government but felt unable to accept. 


“At the same time the Liberal 
Party is deeply concerned at the 
possible effect of the narrow 
majority in the Commons re- 
sulting from the election upon 
successful conduct of British 
policy in both domestic and in- 
ternational affairs. 


“In the circumstances, it will, 
both in Parliament and in the 
country, give the government 
support for measures clearly 
conceived in the interest of the 
coumry as a whol¢.” 


The announcement came after 
Mr Davies had seen Mr 
Churchill twice in the last 24 
hours and conferred with top 
Liberal leaders. The effect of 
the announcement that the 
Liberals would vote with lhe 
government on many key issues 
wag to boost Mr Cuhurchill’s 
majority in those cages to 24 
over’ the Socialists and  In- 
dependents.

COMMENT OF THE DAY 


New Govt & 


HE appointment of Mr Oliver 
Lyttleton as Secretary of State for 

the Colonies infers that the new Conser- 
vative Government intends to pay close 
attention to the colonies and their prob- 
lems. Mr Lyttleton has long been 
recognised as a “big man” in the 
Conservative Party hierarchy, and 
that his proven talents should be 
concentrated on colonial affairs is signi- 
ficant. The Socialists’ general, policy 
was to encourage the colonies towards 
self-reliance and a degree of self- 
govarnment. It is conceivable that Mr 
Churchill will endeavour to perpetuate 
this policy, although there may be some 
changes in the practical methods to be 
adopted. Some of the development 
schemes initiated by the Labour 
Government were anything but success- 


The Colonies 


displayed very little interest in our 
complex problems, Parliamentary ques- 
tions relating to Hongkong were 
usually given cursory treatment and 
only after considerable prodding did the 
former Colonial Secretary attempt to 
correct false impressions about the 
Colony’s trade relations with Com- 
munist Chima. Hongkong has long 
needed an understanding and friendly 
voice in the House of Commons. With 
Mr William Aitken, Mr Leonard 
Gammans, Mr Walter Fletcher and Air 
Commodore Harvey on the government 
benches—all gentlemen with first-hand 
knowledge of the Colony—we may have 
our cause pleaded more eloquently and ~ 
effectively.

Inflation 
In Japan 


Tokyo, Oct, 28. 
Mr Joseph M. Dodge, 
SCAP financial adviser, to- 
day gave the Japanese 
people a stern warning 
against the vecent infla- 
tionary course of their 
national economy. 


Mr Dodge, who arrived this 
morning, will stay here about 
five weeks to advise ‘he 
Japanese Government on the 
formulation of next fiscal year’s 
national lyudget and other 
economic and financial issues. 


Upon his arrival the Detroit 
hank president told reporters 
that the Japanese Government 
plan, to lift staple feod controls 
and cut taxes fun counter to 
tle worldwide trend of streng- 
thening controls and = raising 
taxation in the fuce of high 
defenee burdens. 


Mr Dodge told the Japanese 
that the rest of {he world 
would closely = watch what 
Jupan was going to do to mee’ 
her new responsibilitics after 
the peace treaty takes cffect. 


He listed many of these new 
ve: ponsibililics as War repara- 
tons, the restoration of Allied 
properties, higher domestic and 
collective security costs, — the 
seltiament of pre-war foreign 
di bt: and demands arising 
from bigger national and 
international Tetponsibilivies 
under her post-trealy status. 


Mr Dodge said that he saw 
“appalling” signs of Japan’s 
recent inflationary trend in 50 
per cent of Japan’s commodity 
prices during the past nine 
months, 


RISE JN PRICES 


Jaganese export prices, while 
partly pushed up by the higher 
prices of imported raw 
materials, were now higher than 
the internationat level ana 
should be curbed by credit con- 
trols and regulation of the use 
of imported materials, Mr 
Dodge said, 


Mr Dodge also advised the 
Japane:e against plans to lower 
the value of the Japanese yen 
from the present rate of 360 to 
US$1.00. 


Asked whether his 
mendations ‘to the Japanese 
Government were binding, Mr 
Dodge reminded reporters that 
the peace treaty was yet to be 
ratified. 1 


Early editions of Japanese 
Sunday morming pap-rs  re- 
ported dissatisfaction among the 
leaders of Mr Shigeru Yoshida’s 
Llberal Party over Mr Dodge’s 
recommendations.

poration in the Atlantic Pact 
forces.

war. The American Legation, 
which was guarded by United 
States forces, was more than 
half a mile away, and this 
meant that either the President 
or else Stalin and 1 would 
have to traverse the narrow, 
streets of Teheran two or 
three times a day, back and 
forth, during the Conference. - 

Meanwhile Molotov, ‘who 
had been in Teheran 24 hours 
befege our arrival, 3 ced a 
stoMf™ that the Soviet Secret 
Intelligence had unearthed a 
plot to kill one or more of the 
“Big Three,” as we were re- 
garded, and the ‘idea of one 
or other of us continually. gu- 
ing to and-fro. through the 
streets filled him with -dcep 
alarm.

ERE have been many mis- 
leading accounts of the 
line I took, with the full 
agreement of the British Chiefs 
of Staff, at this Conference, It 
hos become a legend m 
Am:rica that I s'rove ta pre- 
vent the cross-Channel enter- 
prise called “Overlord,” and 
that I tried vainly to lure the 
Allies into some mass invasion 
of ‘he Balkans, or a large-scale 
campaign in the Eastern Medi- 
terranean, which would effec- 
tively kill it. Much of this 
nonsense has already in pre- 
vious chapters been exposed 
and refuted, but it may be 
worth while to set forth what 
it was I actually sought, and 
what, In a very large measure, 
T got, 


“Overlord,” now planned in 
great detail, should be Jaunch- 
ed in May or June, or at the 
latest in the opening days of 
July, 1944. The troops and all 
the ships to carry them — still 
had first priority. 


Secondly, the great Anglo- 
American army fn action in 
Italy must be nourished to 
achieve the capture of Rome 
and advance to secure the air- 
fields north of the capital, 
from which the air attack on 
Southern Germany became 
possible. After these were 
gained there should be no ad- 
vance in Italy beyond the Pisa- 
Rimini line—i.e., we should 
tot extend our front into the 
broader part of the Italian 
peninsula. 


I was not opposed at this 
time to a landing in the south 
of France, along the Riviera, 
with Marseilles and Toulon as 
objectives, and thereafter, an 
Anglo-American advance -north- 
wards up the Rhone vai- 
ley in aid of the main invasion 
across the Channel. Alterna- 
tively, I preferred a _ right- 
handed movement from the 
north of Italy, using the Istrian 
peninsula and the Ljubljana 
Gap, towards Vienna. I was 
delighted when the President 
suggested this, and tried, ag 
wa be seen, to engage him 1n 
it. 

If the Germans resisted we 
should attract many of their 
divisions from the Russian or 
Channei fronts. If we were 
not resisted we should liberate 
at little cost enormous and in- 
valuable regions.. I was sure 
we should be resisted, and 
thus help “Overlord” in a de- 
cisive manner.

North’s bidding in today’s 
hang looked more scientific 
than it really was. He did two 
clubs (the Stayman Convention) 
to find out whether or not South 
had a biddable major suit. When 
South properly showed the 
hearts, North raised to game jn 
that suit, 


This was all pure moonshine. 
Since North had  4-3-3-3 dis- 
tribution he could expect no 
advantage from bidding a fitting 
trump sult. He should have 
been perfectly happy with a 
no-trump contract. A jump to 
three no-trump was North's best 
response to the opening bid. 


At three no-trump South 
would have no problems. He 
would need a simple diamond 
finesse to make his contract. 
The finesse would succeed, and 
that would be that. 


At four hearts, life was not so 


simple. South needed either 
a good break in clubs or a very 
good break in diamonds. What's 
more, he had to play the hand 
very carefully to take advantage 
of whatever good fortune might 
come his way, 


West opened the ten of 
spades, and South won in his 
own hand. He next drew three 
rounds of trumps and cashed 
the rest of the spades, ending 
in’ dummy. Then “he could 
afford to Jead a club to try the 
finesse of the club ten. 

West won with the jack of 
elubs and found himself up 4 
tree. If he led thé last spade 
dummy could ruff while South 
discarded a loser. (That's why 
declarer stripped. out.the spades 
before tackling the clubs.) 

If he led a diamond, 
needed only the jack to win 
three tricks in the suit. West 
therefore gritted his teeth and 
laid down the king of clubs. 

When the club king held, 
West continued with his last 
club, allowing East to win with 
the ace. This left West on 
the ground but put East up in 
the branches of that tree. 


If East returned the last 
elub, South would ruff and dis- 
card a diamond from dummy, 
and then a simple diamond 
finesse would be enough. Hast 
therefore returned the six of 
diamonds as the only chance to 
detest the contract.

Las Vegas, Nevada, Oct. 28. 
The Atomic Energy Commission today set off the 
second atomic detonation of its current series of atom 


bomb tests at desolate 


ground. 
Observers on

southeast saw a brief flash in the

Vegas 90 miles to the 
sky at 10.21 am. EST. 


The flash was followed within one minute by a purplish 
coloured atomic cloud which assumed the familiar mush- 


room shape associated with 


atomic detonations. Ten 


minutes after the first dome-like flash was observed in 
broad daylight, the atomic cloud was still visible from 


downtown Las Vegas. 


No shiock waves were felt nor 
was there any indication that an 
atomic blast had been held 
aside from the momentary flash 
in the daylight sky and the sub- 
sequent mushroom-shaped cloud. 

qt was assumed that the 
atomic explosion resulted from 
an aerial drop of an atomic 
weapon from a B-29 over the 
Frenchman's Flat firing site. 

A red-tailed B-29, believed to 
be from Kirkland field, New 
Mexico, home base of the Air 
Force's special weapons com~ 
mand, was observed flying over 
Las Vegas in the direction of 
the atomic testing site about 
five minutes before observers 
saw the atomic flash in the sky. 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion confirmed at 10.40 a.m. 
EST that an “experimental 
nuclear detonation has been 
staged at the Nevada test 
site,” 

NO TROOPS USED 


An AEC spokesman said 
that no ground troops were 
involved in Sunday's atomic 
blast and it was not known 
immediately whether any of 
the 150 animals gathered at 
the test site had been exploded 
to the deadly effects of the 
atomic blast. The blast was

suicide, and because he loved his 
son sd much he wished to leave 
the world together with him. 

Mr Greenfield said the Jury 
might hear evidence from the 
Detence regarding the sanity or 
otherwise of dhe accused, but the 
question of the accused’s sanity cr 
ins , be remarked, was 
entirely a matter for the Defence. 

'OMAN'S EVIDENCE 

Wong Luk, a2 woman servant 
employed im Kai Yuen Ter- 
race, near Health Village, said 
she was feeding her ducks 
about 7.45 am. on May 9 when 
she saw accused walking past 
with this son. A Jittle later, she 
saw accused return carrying 
the child in his arms. The child 
was covered in blood and she 
asked what had happened. 
Accused did not reply, but 
asked her to call an ambulance. 
Witsess opened. a gate to per- 
mit accused to walk down_ the 
road leading from Kai Yuen 
Terrace, and saw him lie down 
on the ground with the child 
next to him, cradled in his 
arms. 

Cross-examined by Mr Mok, 
witness said she noticed noth- 
ing peculiar about accused, nor 
did she see whether he carried 
anything else in his hands. 

A chauffeur, Kong Yik, who 
telephoned for an ambulance, 
said he thought accused had a 
frightened look on his face.
